Report  from  the  KPFK  Board  and  Staff  on  Corporate  and  Govern- 
ment Funding 

Recently  some  listeners  have  called  to  inquire  w/hether  KPFK  or 
Pacifica  was  considering  taking  corporate  funding  for  programming.  ^ 
This  was  apparently  sparked  by  rumors  that  recent  personnel 
changes  reflected  some  struggle  over  the  issue.  This  report  will  pre- 
sent my  understanding  of  the  situation,  as  it  developed  and  as  it 
stands.  I  have  been  firmly  opposed  to  KPFK  and  Pacifica  soliciting 
or  receiving  corporate  money  for  programming,  since  long  before  I 
was  first  hired  in  1974.  I  remain  so  committed.  I  do  not  believe  that 
there  is  a  significant  difference  within  Pacifica  now,  or  that  there  is 
any  chance  that  the  organization  would  change  that  policy.  Others 
may  differ  with  this  estimate.  The  accuracy  of  all  estimates  will  be 
proven,  as  the  Pacifica  National  Board  will  be  meeting  before  you 
read  this  (September  23-25)  and  will  be  taking  up  the  issues. 

You    might   wonder,   if  there   is   little   controversy   about  these 
matters,  why  the  Station  Board  and  the  National  Board  are  having 
these  discussions,  if  there  is  no  controversy. 
History 

Two  years  ago  the  issue  was  raised  at  the  National  Board,  that 
Pacifica's  policy  against  corporate  program  underwriting  did  not 
speak  to  the  issue  of  what  we  should  do  with  programs  that  are 
produced  with  corporate  money  elsewhere  and  offered  to  us  for 
free  on  the  Satellite  System.  This  was  a  new  issue  in  magnitude 
for  the  stations  The  President  of  the  Foundation  was  asked  to  pre- 
pare discussion  papers,  and  he  commissioned  a  legal  intern  to  write 
such  a  discussion  paper.  The  paper  was  organized  to  raise  all  ques- 
tions about  designated  funding  for  programming,  as  if  there  was 
no  current  policy,  it  was  a  re-examination  of  all  issues  from  the 
ground  up.  That  included  the  current  policy  of  taking  funds  from 
government  sources  for  programming,  and  areas  of  policy  not  pre- 
viously dealt  with,  including  taking  funds  from  non-corporate 
organizations  like  labor  unions,  or  churches.  The  existence  of  this 
discussion  paper  led  some  to  believe  that  there  were  people  in 
Pacifica  taking  the  position  that  corporate  money  should  be  used 
for  programming. 

What  everyone  agrees  is  not  currently  at  issue,  is  the  long  stand- 
ing policy  of  accepting  money  from  anyone  that  is  undesignated  for 
as  to  purpose  or  designated  for  facilities  or  equipment  purchase. 
As  long  ago  as  1951  Pacifica  received  a  major  grant  from  the  Ford 
Foundation,  allowing  it  to  build  a  new  transmitter.  In  the  past  six 
months  a  discussion  did  emerge  about  whether  Pacifica  should  seek 
corporate  funds  for  equipment  matching  funds  for  the  National 
News  Service.  After  a  discussion  of  the  issue  at  the  May  Board 
meeting  in  the  Administrative  Council  (made  up  of  the  five  station 
managers,  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Foundation,  the  directors 
of  the  Pacifica  Program  Service  and  the  Pacifica  Radio  News  Ser- 
vice, as  well  as  the  President  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors'of  Pacifica),  there  was  unanimous  agreement  that  we  should 
not  pursue  such  funding.  While  it  was  clearly  OK  under  the  standing 
policy,  it  was  our  feeling  that  it  would  not  be  wise  to  make  such 
corporate  funds  so  responsible  for  the  news  programming. 
The  Current  Discussion 

So  after  a  couple  of  years  of  postponement,  the  discussion  paper 
is  coming  before  the  National  Board  this  month.  The  KPFK  Board 
and  the  staff  and  management  have  all  discussed  the  paper  and  voted

DAVID  THOMAS  LIVE 
FROM  STUDIO  Z 

As  a  founding  member  of  Pere 
Ubu,  David  Thomas  was  one  of  the 
individuals  who  shaped  the  embri- 
onic  punk/new  wave  scene.  The 
time  was  1976  and  the  place,  Cleve- 
land, Ohio;  an  industrial  city  on 
its  way  down  the  economic  scale 
where  one  could  go  to  school,  grow 
up,  get  a  job  on  an  assembly  line, 
get  drunk,  get  married,  make 
babies,  and  get  drunk  again.  Those 
into  music  played  or  listened  to 
Top-40  covers  of  Peter  Frampton 
and  Electric  Light  Orchestra  in  a 
bar    and    got    drunk    some    more. 

Suddenly  things  changed.  In 
England  the  (early)  Clash  and  Sex 
Pistols  told  the  queen  what  she 
could  do  with  her  silver  jubilee. 
In  America  Patti  Smith,  Suicide, 
and  Pere  Ubu  screamed  from  their 


hearts  into  the  darkness.  Things 
had  to  change  in  music  because 
what  had  been  brave  and  new  and 
different  in  the  sixties  had  become 
homogenized  into  a  formula, 
shoved  onto  a  statistical  table,  then 
pumped  into  everyone's  cars  and 
living  rooms.  It  was  BOR  (business 
oriented  rock)  and  it  was  choking 
everything.  So  there  came  a  new 
wave  of  gut,  energy,  and  creativity 
to  wash  away  the  old.  That's  where 
Pere  Ubu  came  in.  Independent  of 
the  much  publicized  British  music 
revolution,  Ubu  was  a  leader  in  a 
parallel  American  change  and 
Thomas,  with  his  distinctive  atonal 
vocals,  was  Ubu's  leader. 

Yesterday's  new  wave  has,  for 
the  most  part,  evolved  into  a  new 
BOR  today,  but  Thomas'  work  still 
differs  from  the  status  quo.  His  per-

on  its  propositions.  The  Board 
voted  unanimously  to  take  the 
same  position  as  the  staff  (although 
they  tried  to  improve  the  wording), 
tne  following  propositions  were 
voted  on  by  staff  and  board. 
NO-"Pacifica  should  accept  pro- 
gram designated  funds  from  cor- 
porations or  other  commercial  enti- 
ties." This  continues  the  present 
policy. 

YES— "Pacifica  should  continue  its 
present  practice  of  accepting  pro- 
gram designated  funds  from  govern- 
ment sources."  The  government 
sources  are  primarily  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts  and  Hu- 
manities, the  California  Arts  Coun- 
cil, and  the  California  Council  for 
Humanities. 

YES-"Pacifica  may  accept  funds 
when  the  donor  designates  the  pro- 
gramming to  be  produced  with  the 
funds."  This  would  apply  largely  to 
individual  donors,  and  would  be  up 
to  the  station's  judgement. 

It  was  voted  to  TABLE  the  fol- 
lowing proposition,  because  of  the 
need  for  further  discussion.  "Paci- 
fica should  accept  program-designa- 
ted funds  from  independent  organi 
zations  whose  general  purposes  are 
consistent  with  its  own." 

Further,  it  was  agreed  that  the 
same  criteria  should  be  applied  to 
programming  produced  at  places 
outside  of  Pacifica.  This  will  mean 
that  we  will  discontinue  simulcasts 
with  public  television  stations, 
where  that  simulcast  would  contain 
a  corporate  credit. 

We  further  discussed  obtaining 
access  to  satellite  live  coverage  of 
events  funded  by  Federal  money, 
mixed  with  corporate  when  we 
have  control  over  the  product  and 
when  we  can  remove  the  corporate 
mix,  by  paying  that  share  of  the 
costs  underwritten  by  corporate 
funds.

tain  to  congressional  hearings,  presi- 
dential press  conferences,  and  other 
live  governmental  events. 

After  the  KPFK  Board,  staff  and 
management  expressed  agreement 
on  the  above  principals,  by  unani- 
mous action  (with  one  staff  mem- 
ber abstaining  from  voting),  it 
should  make  clear  that  KPFK  is 
not  considering  corporate  under- 
writing. These  positions  will  be 
carried  to  the  National  Board 
meeting,  and  by  the  time  you  read 
this,  I  trust  the  Pacifica  Board  of 
Directors  will  have  endorsed  similar 
positions.  I  will  report  on  that  on- 
the-air,  and  invite  our  National 
Board  members  from  Los  Angeles 
to  join  me  in  that  report. 

Local  Board  Activity 

In  addition  to  the  above  action, 
the  KPFK  Board  voted  to  add 
four  new  members,  and  approved  a 
budget  for  the  year  which  begins 
October  1,  1983. 

The  budget  will  also  be  acted  on 
by  the  National  Board  at  the  Sept 
ember  23-25  meeting.  If  they  fol- 
low the  recommendations  of  the 
KPFK  Board,  and  if  the  station's 
income  does  not  show  an  unpre- 
dictable rise  in  September,  the 
station  will  be  forced  to  reduce 
expenses.  We  have  projected  a  re- 
duction in  telephone  expenses, 
but  beyond  some  minor  shifts, 
most  of  the  reduction  will  have  to 
come  in  reduced  staff  expenses. 
During  the  month  of  October  we 
will  be  carrying  out  those  reduc- 
tions. They  will  reduce  the  number 
of  staff  in  management,  and  in 
union  positions.  We  hope  that  will 
not  be  deep  enough  to  affect  any 
permanent  employees.  This  may  be 
possible  because  there  are  many 
vacant  positions,  which  have  been 
filled  temporarily.  The  reductions 
will  be  about  $30,000,  or  from 
$305,000  to  $278,000.  At  the  same 
time  we  will  be  increasing  salaries, 
and  filling  those  vacant   positions. 

On   top  of  previously  reported. 


and  often-spoken-of-on-the-air  fi- 
nancial difficulties,  these  changes 
in  staff  will  be  putting  an  additional 
burden  upon  us  all.  The  staff  will 
be  smaller,  if  somewhat  better  paid. 
Hopefully  some  improvement  in 
organizations,  and  the  hiring  of 
permanent  people,  will  help  com- 
pensate. 

I  hope  that  the  cuts  will  only 
last  for  the  first  quarter  of  the 
year,  and  that  by  January  1 ,  we  will 
be  able  to  restore  the  staff  to  a 
more  adequate  size.  These  reduc- 
tions will  increase  the  demand 
that  we  must  place  on  volunteers, 
particularly  during  fund  drives, 
and  to  provide  clerical  and  admini- 
strative support  to  all  sections  of 
the  station.  If  you  are  interested 
in  helping  please  call,  ask  for  me 
or  the  Volunteer  Coordinator  (I 
give  you  both,  as  the  latter  may  not 
exist  after  the  cuts). 
The  Sub-Carrier  and  Good  News 

If  you  have  been  following  this 
space,  you  know  that  we  are 
hoping  for  a  new  source  of  income 
from  the  leasing  of  the  Sub-carrier 
authorization  frequencies  which 
have  recently  been  de-regulated  by 
the  FCC.  Such  leasing  would  not 
interfere  with  our  broadcast  signal, 
and  may  provide  significant  source 
of  income  for  all  of  the  Pacifica  sta- 
tions. We  have  received  a  number  of 
proposals,  and  the  upcoming  Na- 
tional Board  meeting  will  decide 
which  ones  to  pursue.  We  hope 
that  agreements  can  be  reached  in 
the  next  few  months  and  that  the 
income  from  such  will  help  KPFK. 
We  are  currently  servicing  debt  at 
the  rate  of  $30,000  per  year,  and  if 
the  SCA  income  is  used  for  debt  re- 
tirement, we  would  have  $30,000 
more  for  operating,  which  would 
make  up  the  cuts  in  people. 

In  this  somewhat  brighter  note, 
I   urge  your  continued   support  of 
this  difficult  experiment,  and  con- 
tinued   challenge,    Pacifica    Radio.

Provides  that  all  direct  or  Indirect  investments  by  public  agencies  of  the  State  of 
California  in  South  Africa  shall  by  divested  immediately,  and  25%  of  proceeds  shall  be 
invested  in  projects,  opportunities  or  firms  whose  major  location  of  operation  lies  within 
the  territorial  borders  of  California.  Defines  te.-ms  used.  Summary  of  estimate  by  legislative 
analysts  and  Director  of  Finance  of  fiscal  impact  on  state  and  local  governments:  This 
initiative  would  result  in  major  administrative  costs,  reduction  in  asset  values,  and  reduced 
revenues  in  the  form  of  investment  income  to  state  and  local  governments.  These  costs 
and  revenue  losses  could  be  partially  offset  to  an  unknown  extent  by  increased  tax 
revenue  if  the  initiative  results  in  asset  increases  in  the  level  or  «»conomic  activity  within 
California. 
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SOUTH  AFRICA  INVESTMENTS  BY  CALIFORNIA  STATE  PUBLIC  AGENCIES 
To  the  Honorable  Secretary  of  the  State  of  California: 
We  the  undersigned,  registered,  qualified  voters  of  California,  residents  of  County  (or  City  and  County),  the 

following  statute  and  petition  the  Secretary  of  the  State  to  submit  the  same  to  the  voters  of  California  for 
their  adoption  or  rejection  at  the  next  succeeding  general  election  or  at  any  special  statewide  election  prior 
to  that  general  election  or  otherwise  provided  by  law.  The  proposed  statute  reads  as  follows: 

(a)  All  direct  and  indirect  investments  by  public  agencies  of  the  State  of  California  in  South  Africa  shall  be 
divested  immediately. 

(b)  The  terms  used  in  this  section  shall  have  the  following  meaning: 

(II  "Direct  investments"  means  investments  in  securities  offered  by  the  government  of  South  Africa, 
such  as  bonds,  treasury  notes  and  any  other  financial  instruments. 

(2)  "Indirect  investments"  means  investments  in  firms,  corporations,  or  any  other  business  entities, 
regardless  of  nation  of  origin  or  incorporation,  who  have  production  facilities,  marketing  facilities,  or 
administrative  facilities  in  South  Africa;  or  investments  in  federal  or  state  chartered  banks  who  have 
made  loans  to  the  government  of  South  Africa,  loans  to  South  African  government  agencies,  or  trade 
related  loans  to  banks  or  corporations  of  South  Africa. 

(3)  "Public  Agencies  of  the  State  of  California"  means  State,  County,  and  Municipal  entities  having  direct 
or  indirect  investments  in  South  Africa. 

(4)  "South  Africa"  means  the  political  entity  of  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  and  such  other  territories  under 
South  Africa's  direct  administration,  specifically  South  West  Africa  (Namibia). 

(5)  "Divested"  means  the  liquidation  of  such  investments,  of  which  25%  of  the  proceeds  shall  be  invested 
in  projects,  opportunities,  or  firms  whose  major  location  of  operation  lies  within  the  territorial  borders  of 
the  State  of  California. 

(6)  "Immediately"  means  as  soon  as  practical,  but  not  to  exceed  a  period  of  three  years  from  the  date  this 
initiative  measure  is  enacted  into  law.
